gE it enacted by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives of the United States of 
ricdy in Congrefs ajfembled^ That fo Appwprfttio^

AN ACT for the relirf of the widows and 
orphans of certain perfons who have died in 
the naval fervice of the United States • 

BE it enacted hy the Senate and Houfe of

BE it enacted J by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled. That any Persons cn- 
commissioned officer, non-commissioned of- titled to be 
ficer, soldier, or seaman, disabled in the ac- Pj^^^^ op 
tual service of the United States, by wounds list.^^"**^*^ 
received during the revolutionary war, and 
who did not desert the said service, shall 
be intitled to be placed on the pension list 
of the United States during life ; Provided,. Proviso, 
that in substantiating the claims thereto, the 
rules and regulations following, shall be com- 
plied with : 

First. All evidence shall be taken on oath ETidencc t 
or affirmation before the judge of the dis- 
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trict in which such invaHd reside, or before 
some* person specially authorised by com- 
mission from tlie said judge. 

Secondly. The evidence relative to any 
claimant, nlust prove decisive disability to 
have been the effect of kno\^ n wounds receiv- 
ed while in the actual line of his duty, in 
the service of the United States, during the 
revolutionary war : that this evidence must 
be the affidavits of the commanding officer or 
surgeon of the ship, regiment, corps, or com- 
pany in which such claimant served, or two 
other credible witnesses to the same effect, 
setting forth the time and place of such 
know^n wound. 

Thirdly. Every claimant shall be examined 
on oath or affirmatibn, by some respectable 
physician or surgeon, to be authorised by 
commission from the said judge, who shall 
report in writing his opinion, upon oath or 
affirmation, of the nature of said disability, 
and in what degree it prevents the claimant 
from obtaining his livelihood. 

Fourthly. Every claimant must produce 
evidence of his having continued in the 
service of the United States, to the con- 
clusion of the war in seventeen hundred 
and eighty-three, or being left out of the 
service in consequence of his disability, or 
in consequence of some derangement of the 
army, and of the mode of life or employ- 
ment he has since foUovved, and of the ori- 
ginal existence and continuance of his disa- 
bility. 

Fifthly. Every claimant must shew sa- 
tisfactory cause to the said judge of the 
district, why he did not apply for. a pension 
in cpnformity to laws heretofore passed, 
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before' the expiration of the limitation there- 
of.

State; Charles Pierre Claret Fleurieu, 
member of the National Institute, and of 
the Board of Longitude, of France, and 
Counsellor of State, President of the Sec- 
jtion of Marine ; and Pierre Louis Rcederer, 
Mv^mber of the National^Institute of France, 
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Le Premier Consul de la Rcpublique 
Frangaise au nom du Peuple Frangais, et 
le President des Etats-Uiiis d'Amwque,

And this passport will be sufficient with- 
out any other paper, any ordinance to the 
contrary notwithstanding : which passport 
shall not be deemed requisite to liave be^n 
renewed or recalled, whatever number of 
voyages the said ship may have made, un- 
less she shall have returned home within the 
space of a year. — Proof with respect to the 
cargo shall be certificates, containing the 
several particulars of the cargo, the place 
whence the ship sailed and whither she is 
bound, so that the forbidden and contra- 
band goods may be distinguished by the 
certificates; which certificates shall have 
been made out by the officers of the place 
whence the ship set sail, in the accustomed 
form of the country. And if such passport 
or certificates, or both shall have been de- 
stroyed by accident, or taken away by force, 
their deficiency may be supplied by such

Art. V. The debts contracted by one 
of the two nation^ with individuals of the 
other, or by the individuals of one wilth die 
individua)ft of the other, diall bo paid, or 
the .payment may be prosecuted in the same 
manner as if there had been no misundcr- 
standing between t^e two states. But this 
clause shall not extend to indemnities 
claimed pn account of captures or confisca- 
tions. 

Art. VI. Commerce between the par- 
ties shall be free. The vessels of the two 
nations and their privateers, as well as their 
prizes, shall be treated in their respective 
ports as those of the nation the most favour- 
cd ; and, in general, the two parties shall 
enjoy in the ports of each other^ in regard 
to commerce and navigation, the privileges 
of the most favoured nation.

The 
citizens and inhabitants of either of the two 
countries, who shall be heirs of goods, 
moveable or immoveable, in the other, shall 
be able to succeed ab intestato^ without 
being obliged to obtain letters of natural^ 
ization, and without having the effect of this 
provision contested or impeded, under any 
pretext whatever ; and the said heirs, whe- 
ther such by particular title, or ab intestatOy 
shall be exempt from any duty whatever 
in both countries. It is agreed that this ar- 
tide shall in no manner derogate from the 
laws which either state may now have in 
force, or hereafter may enact, to prevent 
emigration ; and also that in case the laws 
of either of the two states should restrain 
sti^ngers from the exercise of the rights of 
property with respect to real estate, such 
real estate may be sold, or otherwise dis- 
posed of, to citizens or inhabitants of the 
country where it may be^ and the other na- 
tion shall be at liberty to enact similar laws. 

Art. VIIL To favor commerce on both 
sides, it is agreed, that, in case a war 
should break out between the two nations, 
which God forbid, the term of six months 
after the declaration of war shall be iallowed

And 
if any thing be taken from them, or any in- 
jury done to them or their effects, by one of 
the parties, their citizens or inhabitants, 
within the term above jM-escribed, full sa- 
tisfection shall be made to them on diat ac- 
count. 

Art. IX, Neither the debts due from in- 
dividuals of the one nation to individuals of 
the other, nor shares, nor monies, whidi 
they may have in public funds, or in the 
public OF private banks, shall ever, in any 
event of war or of national difference, be 
sequestered or confiscated. 

Art. X, It shall be free for the two con- 
tracting parties to appoint commercial agents 
for the Iwotection of trade, to'^ reside in 
France and the United States. Either party

port or place, but she shall not be detain- 
-cd, nor any part of her cargo, if not contra- 
band, be confiscated, unless, after notice 
of such blockade or investment, she shall 
again attempt to enter ; but she shall be 
permitted to go to ^ny other port or place she 
shall think proper. Nor shall any vessel of 
either, that may have entered iiito such portr 
or place before the same was actually be- 
sieged, blockaded, or invested by the other, 
be restrained from quitting such place with 
her cargo, nor if found therein after the re- 
duction and surrender of such place, shall 
{such vessel or her cargo be liable to con- 
iiscation, but they shall be restored to the 
owners thereof*

/Art. XIV. It is hereby stipulated that 
free ships shall give a freedom to goods,

be free and exempt which shall be found 
on board the ships belonging to the citi^ 
zens of either of the contracting parties, 
although the whole lading, or any part 
thereof, should ^pertain to the «iemies 
of either, contraband goods being always 
excepted.

confiscation, but shall well and truly be , 
restored without delay to the proprietors J 
demanding the same ; but so as that if the t 
said merchandizes be contraband, it shall j 
not be any ways lawfiil to carry them j 
afterwards to any ports belonging to the j 
enemy. The two contracting parties agree, 
that the term of two months being pass- 
cd after the declaration of war, their res- 
pective citizens, from whatever part of the 
world they come, shall not plead the igno-. 
ranee mentioned in this article. 

Art. XVL The merchant ships bc- 
longmg to the citizens of either of the 
oontracting parties, which shall be bound

ticles of their cargo, there shall be just 
grounds of suspicion, shall be obliged to 
exhibit, as well upon the high seas as in 
the ports or roads, not only their passports, 
but likewise their certificates, shewing that 
their goods are not of the quality of those 
which are specified to be contraband 
in the thirteenth article of the present 
.convention. 

Art. XVII. Arid that captures on light 
suspicions tnay be avoided, and injuries 
thence arising prevented, it is agreed, that 
when one party shall be engaged in war, 
and the other party be neuter, the ships of 
the neutral party shall be fiamishcd with 
passports similar to that described in the 
fourth article^ that it may appear thereby 
that the ships really belong to the citizens 
of the neutral party ; they shall be valid 
for any number of voyages, but shall be 
renewed every year, that is, if the ship hap- 
pens to return home i^ the space of a year. 
if the shfps are laden, they shall be provid- 
ed not only with the passports above men- 
tioned, but also with certificates similar to 
those described in the same article, so that 
it may be known whether they carry any 
contraband goods. No other paper shall 
be required, any usage or ordinance to 
the ' contrary notwithstanding. And if it 
shall not appear from the said certificates 
that there are contraband goods on board, 
the ships shall be permittee! to proceed on 
their voyage. If it shall appear frodii the

or proofs, admissible by the usage of 
nations, that the ship belongs to the citizens 
of the neutrsi party* it shall not be ccHifisi- 
cated, but shall be released with her cafgo 
(contraband goods excepted) and be per- 
mitted to proceed on her voyage. 

If the master of a ship, named ia the 
passport, shouk! happen to die or be re- 
moved by any other cause, and another put 
in his place, the ship tod c^o shall ne- 
vertheless be equally secure, and the pass- 
port remain in full force. 

Art. XVIIL If the ships of the citi- 
zens of either of the parties shall be met 
with, either sailing along the coasts^ or on 
the high seas, by any ship of war or priva^ 
teer of the other ; for th^ avoiding of any 
disorder, the said ships of war or privateers 
shall remain out of cannon shot, and may 
^m^ their bps^ts on board the merchant ship

the intention of the parties to observe all 
the regard due to the protection of the .flag 
displayed by public ships, it shall not be 
lawful to visit them : but the verbal decla- 
ration of the cominander of the convoy,

. Art. XX. In all cases where vessels 
shall be ojptured, or detained under pre-

ed. They shall not be imprisoned or de-

Neither ^rty will inter, 
meddle in the fisheries of the other on its 
coasts, nor disturb the other rp the exer- 
cise of the, rights which it now holds or 
may acquire on the coast of Newfoundland, 
in the Gulph of St^ Lawrence, or elsewhere, 
dn the American coast, northward of the 
United States. But the whale and seal 
fisheries shall be free to both in every quarteJ 
of the world. 

TTiis convention shall be ratified on both 
iit'es. in due form, and the ratificaticms ex- 
changed >n (he space of six months or sooo- 
er if possible. 

In faith whereof the respective plenipo- 
tentiaries have signed the above articles 
both in the French and English languages, 
 and they have thereto aflbied their seals:, 
declaring nevertheless that the sigiiing in 
the two languages shall not be brought into 
precedent, npr in any way operate to the 
prejudice of either party.

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' DIFFICULTIES having arisen in the 
execution 'of the sixth article of the treaty 
of amity, commerce and navigation, con- 
cluded at London on thefourth day of No- 
vember, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety. four, between hisBritannic majesty 
and the United States of America, and in 
consequence thereof the proceedings of 
the commissioners under the seventh arti- 
cle of the same treaty having been sus- 
pended ; the parties to the said treaty 
being equally desirpus, as far as may be^ 
' to obviate sueh difficulties, have respec* 
tively naiped^ Plenipotentiaries to treat 
and agree respefling the same ; that is 
to say, his Britannic majesty has named 
for his plenipotentiary, the right honorai^ 
ble Robert Banks Jenkinson^ commonly 
calledLwd Hawkesbttry^one of lB»laaje»* 
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ty's most honorable Privy Council, and his 
principal Secretary of Stale for for«ign af- 
fairs : and the President of the United 
States, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate thereof, has named, for their 
plenipotentiary Rufus King, Esquire, mi- 
nister plenipotentiary of the said United 
States to his Britannic majesty, who have 
agreed to and concluded t^e following 
Articles : 

Article L In satisfaftion and dis- 
charge of the money which the United 
States might have been liable to. pay in 
pursuance of the provisions of the said 
sixth article, which is hereby declared to 
be cancelled and annulled, except so far 
as the same may relate to the execution 
of the said seventh article, the United 
States of America hereby png%e to pay, 
andhisBritannic majesty consents tpaccept 
for the use of the persons described in the 
said sixth article, the sujtn of six hundred 
thousand pounds sterling, payabJe at the 
times and place, and in the manner foUaw- 
ing, that is to $ay : the said sum of six hun- 
dred thousand pounds sterling shall be paid 
At the c>ty of Washington, in three annual 
inAtalmentsoftwohundredthousandpounds 
st^rling.tech* and to such person or per- 
sons,as s^^l be.auth^ri$edby his Britannic 
jmajesty to receive thfe $ame ; the first of 
the said instalments to be paid at the expi- 
ration of one year, the secondiiistalment at 
t^ie expiraiti0i> of two years, and the third 
and laft instalment at the expiration of 
three years^ next follqwing the exchange 
of tlie ratiGcatipiis of this convention* 
And to prevent any disagreement concern- 
ing the rate of exchanges, the^wid pay- 
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incnts shall be made in the money of thfe 
^ said United States ; reckoning four dol- 
lars and forty-four cents to be equal to 
one pound sterling.' 

Art. II. Whereas it is agreed by the 
fourth Article of the definitive treaty of 
Peace, concluded at Paris on the third day 
of September one thousand seven hundred 
and eighty-three between his Britannie 
majesty and the United States^ that credi- 
tors on either side should meet with no 
lawful impediment to the recbvery of the 
full value in sterling money of all bona fide 
debts theretofore contrafted; it*i€ hereby 
declared, that the said fourth artick, so 
far as rcspcfts its future operation, is here- 
by recognized, confirmed and declared to 
be binding and obligatory on his Britan- 
nic majesty and the said United States, 
and the same shall be accordingly observ- 
ed with punctuality and go(l>d fsiith, and 
sjo as that the iaid creditors shall hereafi 
ter meet with no lawful impediment to 
the recovery of the full value in sterling 
money of their bona fide debts. 

Art. IIL It is furthermore agreed and 
concluded that the commissioners appoin- 
ted in pursuance of the seventh Article of 
the ^aid treaty of amity commerce and na- 
vigation, and whose proceedings have 
been suspended as aforesaid ^ shall, im- 
mediately after the signature of this con- 
vention, reassemble a^id proceed in the 
execution of their duties according to the 
provisions of the said seventh article ; ex- 
cept only that instead of the sums award- 
ed by the said commissioners being made 
payable at the time or times by them ap- 
pointed » all sums of money by them a. 
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war4ed to be paid to American or Britisl^L 
claimants, according jto the provisions ot 
thesaic) seventh article, shall be madepajr^ 
able in three equal instalments, the fi rs^ 
ivhereof, to be paid at the expiration of 
one year, the second at t'kc exjpiration oF

A PROCLAMATION, 



WHEREAS a Treaty between the U, 
nited States of America and the Cbicka- 
saiv nation of Indians^ was concluded and 
signed by the xomrnissipners of both na* 
tions fully and respectively authorised 
for that purpose^ on the twenty fourth 
^ay of Oct* IsOl, and was duty ratified 
and confirmed by the President of the U* 
hited States, with the advice and consent

, A TREATY, 

Of reciprocal advantages and mutual 
convenience between the United States ' 
of America and the CjDichasaws*^ 

THE President of the United States 
of America, by James Wilkinson briga- 
dier general in the service of the United 
States, Benjamin Hawkins of North CarOo 
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Una, and Andrew Pickens of South Caro- 
lina, commissioners of the United States, 
who are vested with full powers, and the 
Mingco, principal men and warriors of the 
Chickasawnation,^representingthesaidna- 
tion, have agreed to the following articles. 

Ai^T. L The Mingco, principal men 
wd warriors of the Chickasaw nation of 
Indians, give leave and permiJjsiqn tothe 
President of the United States of America, 
jto lay out, open and make a cgnvenient 
waggon road through their land between 
the settlements of Mero Distridl in the state 
of Tennessee, and those of Natchez in the 
Mississippi Territory, in such way and 
manner as he may deem proper ; and the 
same shall be a high way for the citisens of 
the United States,and the Chickasaws. The 
Chi c kasa ws shall appoint two discreet men 
to serve as assistants, guides or pilots, du- 
ring the time of laying out and opening 
the road, under the dire (Stion of the officer 
charged with that duty, who shall have a 
reasonable compensation for.their service: 
provided always, that the necessary fer- 
ries over the water courses crossed by the 
§aid road shall be held and deemed to be 
the property of the Chickasaw nation. 

Art. JI. The commissioners of the 
United Statjss give to the Mingco of the 
Chickasaws, and the deputation of that na- 
tion, goods to the value of seven hundred 
dollars, to compensate him and them and 
their attendants for the expense and in- 
convenience they may have sustained by 
their respectful and friendly attention to 
the President of the United States of A- 
jfnerica, and to the request made to thena 
in his name to permit the opening of the 






road. And as the persons, towns,' Vil- 
lages, lands, hunting grounds, and other 
rights and property 6f the Chickasaws, as 
set forth in the treaties or stipulations 
heretofore entered into between . the ebh- 
trafting parties, more cspcciially in and bf 
^ certificate of the President of the United 
States of America, under their seal of the^ 
first of July 1 794, are in the peace aind 
updcr the protection of ti^e; United. States, 
the; C9p[imissioners of the. United States^ 
dp hereby further agree, jliat the President 
9f th^Pnitcd States of Amer^<:a, shall take 
$uchr measures from time to time, as he 
may deem proper, to assist the Chick^isaws' 
V>, preserve entire all their rights against 
tlie encroachments of unjust neighbours,* 
of which he shall be the judge, and also 
to, preserve and perpetuate friendship and 
brotherhood between the white people 
ai.id the Chickasaws. 

Art. hi. The commissioners of the 
United States may, if they deem it advis- 
able, proceed immediately to carry th6, 
first article into operation ; and the treaty 
shall take effefl and be obligatory on the 
contrafting parties, as soon as the same 
shall have been ratified by the President 
of the United States of America, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
of the Unitpd States.

WHERE AS a triatybetnveehtbeUnit' 
ed States pf America and the Cbactavf 
nationof Indians was cohcludedandsign- 
ed on the seventeenth day of December^ 
in she year one thousand eight hundred 
and one, by the commissioners of both 
nations y J ully andrespccttDely authorised 
Jor that purpose^ and was duly ratified 
andconjirmcdby thePresidentof thellnit' 
ed States on the thirtieth day oj Aprils 
in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and tvio^ with the advice and consent of 
the senate ; which treaty is in the words 
following, to wit: 

A treaty of Friendship,^ Limits and ae- 
commodation between theUnitedStates 
of America and the Chactaw nation 
of Indians. 

THOMAS JEFFERSON, President 
of the United States of America, b}r James 
Wilkinson, of the state of Maryland, 
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Brigadier-General in the array of the Uni- 
ted States, Benjamin Hawkins^, of North 
Carolina, and Andrew Pickens, of South 
Carolina, commissioners plenipotentiary 
of the United States on the one part, and 
'the Mingos< principal men and warriors 
of the Chaftaw nation, representing the 
said nation in council assembled, on the 
other part, have entered into the following 
articles and conditions, viz* 

Art. I. WHEREAsthe United States in 
Congress assembled, did by their commis- 
sioners Plenipotentiary, Benjamin Haw- 
kins, Andrew Pickens, and Joseph Martin, 
at a treaty held with the chiefs and head 
men of the Chaftaw nation at Hopewell, 
on the Keowe, the third day of January, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand se- 
ven hundred and eighty-six, give peace 
to the said nation, and receive it into the 
favor and prptedlion of the United States 
of America; it is agreed by the parties 
to these presents respe^lively, that the 
Chadtaw nation, or such part of it as may 
reside within the limits of the United 
States, shall be and continue under the 
care and proteftion of the said States ; and 
that the mutual confidence and friendship 
which are hereby acknowledged to subsist 
between the contrasting parties shall be 
naaintained and perpetuated. 

Art. n. The Mingosi principal men 
and warriors of the Chadlaw nation of In- 
dians, do hereby give their free consent, 
that a convenient and durable waggon way 
may beexplored,n>arked,openedand made 
under the orders and instrudlions of the 
President of the United States, through 
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their lands to commence at ^e northern 
extremity of the settlements of the Mis- 
sissippi Territory, and to be extendecj 
from thence, by such route as m*^y be se- 
lefted and surveyed under the authority 
of the President of the United States, un- 
til it shall strike' the lands claimed^ By the 
Chickasaw nation ; and the same shall be 
and'continufe for ever, a high-way for thfe 
citizeps of the United States and the Chac- 
taws ; ^nd the said Chaflaws sh^ll nopai- 
iiatc two discreet nien ftom 'their nation, 
tvhomay be en^ployed asassi$tat>ts, 'guided 
6r pilots, during* the tinie o'f laying out 
and operiing the said high-Syay,^ t>r so long' 
ks may bb ' deemed expedit?i\t, under the 
direftion of thp qfficei* charged with this 
duty, who shall receive a reasonable com- 
|)ensation for their services. ' 

AhtV III. The two contrafling parties 
covenant and agree that the old line of 
demarkation heretofore established by and 
between the officers of his Britannic Ma- 
jesty and the ChaftaW nation, whidi runs 
ni a parallel direftion with the lylississippi 
river and eastward therebf, shall be retrac- 
ed and plainly marked, in such way ahd 
manner as the President may direct, iu 
the presence of two persons to be appoint^ 
ed by the said nation ; and that the said 
Hne shall be the boundary between the set- 
tlements of the Mississippi T^eVntory and 
the ChadlaW nation. Arid the s^id nation 
does by thesb presents relinquish t6 the 
United States and quit claim for eVer,'alI 
their right, title and pretension to the land 
lying between the said line' and the Mis- 
sissippi river, bounded south by the thir- 
ty.first degree of north latitude, and north 
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jby the Yazoo river, where the said line 
shall strike the same; and on the part of 
the commissioners it is agreed, that all 
persons who may be settled beyoitd this 
line.shaUbe removed within it, on the side 
.towards the Mississippi, together with 
their slavey, household furniture, tools, 
materials and stock, and that the cabbins 
or hduses ereflted by such persons , shall 
be dernolished. " ' 
' Art. I VI The President of the United 
States may, at his discretion^ proceed to 
execute the second article of this treaty ; 
gnd the third* article shall be carried into 
cffe£t ?s soon as may be convenient to the 
gjoverriment of the United States, and 
iwithout unnecessary delay on the one part 
pr the other, of which the President shaU 
be the judgp ; the Chaftaws tQ be se^ason- 
^bly advisee}, by ordejr pf the President 
of the United States,, of the time when, 
and the place where, the re- survey and re- 
jnarking of the old line referred to in the 
preceding article, will be commenced. 

Art. V. The commissioners of the 
United States, for and in consideration of 
the foregoing coricessiops on the part of 
the Cha6law nation, and in full satisfac- 
tion for the same, do give and' deliver to 
the Mingos, chiefs and warri64*s of the 
said nation, at the signing of these pre- 
sents', the value of two thotxsand dollars in 
^oods and merchandize, nett cost'of Phi- 
ladelphia, the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged ; and they further engage 
to givfe three sets of blacksmith's tools to 
the said nation. 

" Art. VI. This treaty shall take effeft 
and be obligatory on the contracting par- 
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tics, so sooD as the same shall be ratified 
bf die President of the United States of 
America, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate thereof.

part, and the Kings, Chiefs, ' Head

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ARTictE L The Kings, Chiefs, Head 
m^n and Warriors of the Creek nation, 
in behalf of the said nation, do by these 
presents cede to the United States of 
America, all that tradt and tra6ls of land, 
situate, lying and being within and be- 
tween the following bounds, and the 
lines and limits of the extinguished claims 
of the said nation, heretofore ascer- 
tained and established by treaty. That 
is to say — beginning at the upper extre- 
mity of the high shoals of the Appala- 
chee river, the same being a branch of 
the Oconee river, and on the southern 
bank of the same — running thence a di- 
refl course to a noted ford of the south 
branch of Little river, called by the Indi- 
ans Chat-to-chuc-cohat-chee— 'thence a 
diredl line to the main branch of Commis- 
sioners* creek, where the sameis intersect- 
ed by the path leading from the rock 
lahding to the Ocmulgee Old Towns, 
th'cnCea direft line to Pallmetto Creek, 
where the same is intersedled by the Uchee 
path, leading from the Oconee to the 
Ocmulgee river — thenCe down the middle 
waters of the said Creek to Oconee river, 
and with the western barik of the same toits 
junSion with the Ocmulgee river, thence 
across the Ocmulgee river to the south 
bank of the Altamaha river, and down the 
same at low water m^rk to the lower bank 
of Goose Creek, and from thence by a 
direct line to the Mounts, on the Margin 
of the Okefinocou swamp, raised and esta- 
blished by the commissioners of the Unit- 
ed States and Spain at the head of the St. 
Mary's river ; thence down the middle wa- 
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tcrs of the said river, to the point where 
the old line of demarkatlon strikes the 
same, thence with the said old line to the 
Altamaha river, and up the same to Goose 
Creek : and the said Kings, Chiefs^ Head 
men and Warriors, do relinquish and quit 
claim to the United States all their right, 
title, interest and pretensions, in and to 
the traft and trails of land within and be- 
tween the bounds and limits aforesaid, for 
ever- 

Art. II. The commissioners o£ the 
United States, for and in consideration of 
the foregoing concession on the part of the 
Creek nation, and in full satisfa<Slion for 
the same do hereby covenant and agree 
with the said nation, in behalf of the 
United States, that the said states shall pay 
to the said nation, annually, and every 
year, the sum of three thousand dollarys^ 
and one thpusand dollars for the term ot 
ten years, to the chiefs who administer 
the government, agreeably to a certificate 
under the hands and seals of the commis- 
sioners of the United States, of this date, 
and also twenty-five thousand dollars in 
the manner and form following, viz. Ten. 
thousand dollars in goods and merchan. 
disc, the receipt of which is hereby ac- 
knowledged ; ten thousand dollars to sa- 
tisfy certain debts due from Indians and 
white persons of the Creek country to tlie 
factory of the United States; the said debts^ 
after the payment aforesaid, to become 
the right and property of the Creek na- 
tion, and to be recovered for their use in 
such way and manner as the President of 
the United States may think proper to di- 
redl; five thousand dollars to satisfy claims 
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foip property taken by individuals of the 
said nation, from the citizensof the United 
States^ subsequent to the treaty of Cole- 
rain, .which has been or may be claimed 
and established agreeably to the provisions 
of the aft for regulating trade; and inter- 
course with the Ipdian tribes, and to pre- 
serve peace on the frontiers. And it is 
further agreed that the United States shall 
furnish to the said nation two seti of 
blacksmith^ tools, and men to work them, 
for the term of three years.

WHEREAS a ciertain conventioti be^ 
tween the United States and the Choftaw 
nation of Iiidla^9, was concluded and 
signe4 at Fort Confederation on the Tom- 
bigby river, on the seventeenth day of 
October. last passed, which convention is 
as follows : 

A provisional convention entered into 
and made by brigadier general James 
Wilkinson, of the state of Maryland, com- 
missioner for holding conferences with the 
Indians south ol the Ohio river, in behalf 
of the United States, on the one part; and 
the whole Chodlaw nation, by their chiefs^ 
head men, and principal warriors, on the 
other part. 

Preambh. , For the mutual accommo- 
dation of the parties, and to perpetuate 
that concord and friendship, which so hap- 
pily subsists between them, they do here- 
by freely, voluntarily, and without con- 
straint, covenant and agree. 

Art, I. That the President of the 
United^ States may, at his discretion, by 
a commissioner or commissioners, to be 
appointed by him, by and with the advice 
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and consent of the Senate of the United 
States, retrace, connect, and plainly re-* 
mark the old line of limits, established by 
and between his Britannic majesty and the 
said Choctaw nation, which begins on the 
leftbankof theChickasawhay riverand runs 
thence in an easterly direction to the right 
bank of the Tombigby river, terminating 
on the same, at a bluff well known by the 
name of Hach-a-Tig-geby, but it is to be 
clearly understood, that -two commission- 
ers, to be appointed by the saidnation, from 
their own body, are to attend the commis- 
sioner or commissioners of the United 
Slates, who may be appointed to perform 
this service, for which purpose the said 
Cho6law nation shall be seasonably advis- 
ed by the President of the United States, 
of the particular period at which the ope- 
ration may be commenced, and the said 
Cho£la w commissioners shall be subsisted 
by the United States, so long as they may 
be engaged on this business, and paid for 
their services, during the said term, at the 
rate of one dollar per day. 

Art. II. The said line, when thus re- 
marked and re-established, shall form the 
boundary between the United States and 
the said Choctaw nation, in that quarter, 
and the said Chodlaw nation, for, and in 
consideration of one dollar, to them in 
hand paid by the said United States, the 
receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, 
do hereby release to the said United States, 
and quit claim for ever, to all that traft
